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GPS technology helps police keep close eye on teenage crooks

TWO violent teenage gang 
members have been forced to 
wear GPS tags allowing police 
to track their every move. 

The tracker devices use the same 
Global Positioning technology as a 
car’s SatNav and are different from 
normal electronic curfew tags, 
meaning wearers’ movements can 
be pinpointed at all times. 

It’s part of an innovative new 
approach by Haringey police’s 
gangs unit, using criminal behaviour 


orders to tackle the borough’s gang 
crime. A 15-year-old convicted in a 
youth court of violent disorder and a 
19-year-old convicted of assault and 
violent disorder at his trial now have 
the devices strapped to their ankles 
after judges granted an application 
by police for criminal behaviour 
orders requiring GPS tags. 

Police say they can be used to pre¬ 
vent gang members entering a rival 
gang’s territory as well as deterring 
them from criminality by restricting 
the wearer to a specific geographi¬ 
cal area. Only a handful of them 
have been issued as part of a pilot 



scheme across the UK with just five 
in London. 

“One of the key factors is the geo¬ 
graphical restriction it imposes,” 
said Detective Chief 
Inspector Luke 
Marks. “Gangs 
have their own 
territories 
by monitoring 
an individual’s 
movements it 
acts a deterrent 
and prevents 
violence escalating. 

“If they deviate 


breach the restriction, then we will 
know. The geographical parameters 
can be restricted to a few streets. 
“It’s an innovative measure which 
can be used to reduce 
crime and 
anti-social behaviour 
and help keep 
safe.”

Young musicians tune up for Somme film tribute 


YOUNG musicians from Haringey will play a 
live score to accompany an iconic silent film 
about the Battle of the Somme. 

The Haringey Young Musicians’ Orchestra 
is taking part in the Somme 100 Film - an 
international project organised by the 
Imperial War Museums, as part of the First 
World War Centenary Partnership to 
remember one of the bloodiest battles in 
history, in which more than a million men 
were killed or wounded between July and 
November 2016. 

The concert will have particular resonance 
for Alice Hathway, 13, who plays the oboe. 
Her great-great-uncle was a soldier during 
the battle between British and French forces 
and Germany. 

Alice, who lives in Park Avenue North, 
Hornsey, and is a pupil at Camden School for 
Girls, said: “It’s such a wonderful thing to be 
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taking part in this concert. Seeing the film 
and playing the music shows me what my 
great-great-uncle Charlie had to go through. 

“He can’t have been much older than me 
when he went out there and it really makes 
me realise that it was because of people like 
him that we can enjoy life as we know it.” 

The film, released in the UK in 1916, was 
one of the most watched in British history 
because it was the first feature-length 
documentary to show footage of war. 

It was seen by 20 million people in the first 
six weeks of its release - half the population 
of the UK hoping to catch a glimpse of a 
loved one. 

The project aims to bring together 100 live 
orchestral performances - including the one 
in Haringey - with composer Laura Rossi’s 
acclaimed score. 

David Williamson, founder of Talkies 
Community Cinema, which shows films in 
community venues including The Fox pub, 
in Palmers Green, and Bounds Green Bowls 
and Tennis Club, said he was excited to be 
putting on the film. 

Mr Williamson said: “I am very excited to 
bring this event to Heartlands High School 
and once again connect with the amazing 
talent in Haringey schools. 

“Haringey has a long tradition of 
outstanding music education. It is wonderful 
that the event will inspire new generations

Education chief urged 
to rethink funding plan

MP Joan Ryan has written to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Education urging her to 
revise proposals that “could seriously 
compromise standards” in Enfield. 

The MP for Enfield North raised a 
number of serious concerns about the 
planned shake-up of school funding, 
which will “in no way address the finan¬ 
cial pressures facing so many schools”. 

“It is clear from meetings I have held 
with headteachers and staff from 
schools in my constituency and from 
representations I have received from 
concerned parents that we are facing a 
difficult and damaging funding settle¬ 
ment,” said Ms Ryan. 


“A significant number of mainstream 
and special educational needs schools 
will be put into a position that is finan¬ 
cially unsustainable and could seriously 
compromise education standards. 

“Schools in Enfield are facing bud¬ 
getary pressures already - from signifi¬ 
cant increases in employer National 
Insurance and pension contributions, to 
unfunded pay rises for staff, and from 
cuts to local government services, to a 
growing number of children with spe¬ 
cial educational needs and disabilities. 

“I will continue to campaign for 
schools in Enfield to be given a fair deal 
and for school funding, across the 
board, to be levelled up, not down.” 

Schools across London are being 
forced to take drastic measures - includ¬ 


ing laying off teachers - to help make 
ends meet. Headteachers are begging 
parents to dip into their pockets to boost 
cash-strapped coffers, reducing the 
number of subjects offered at A-level 
and cutting extracurricular activities. 

London Councils says Education Sec¬ 
retary Justine Greening’s attempt to 
“rebalance” funding across the country 
will result in 1,500 schools in the capi¬ 
tal (70 per cent) facing cuts. 

Ms Ryan added: “The National Fund¬ 
ing Formula does not provide adequate 
support for those pupils most in need in 
my constituency. Enfield has the high¬ 
est number of children living in poverty 
- almost one in three - than any other 
London borough and is the fifth most 
deprived borough in the capital.” 


Trust (MAT) to be extended. They 
are not against the merger per se, 
but say the consultation has not 
been carried out properly, leaving 
them with unanswered questions 
and fears for their children’s futures. 

But Lavender’s governors firmly 
believe they have given parents 
every opportunity to have their 
say and maintain that a merger will 
give them independence and leave 
them financially better off to 
cope with huge cuts in central 
government funding. 

William Oliveri, who has two 
children at the school, said: “All 
we’re asking is for more time to 
consider this merger. We want it to 
be extended from this month until 
the end of May. 

“We don’t really know what this 
means for our children and whether 
it’s the best thing for them. 

“If the schools merge, will 
Lavender lose its best teachers to 
Brimsdown? We just want answers.” 

A statement from Lavender’s gov¬ 
ernors said: “Parents and staff have 
had a range of opportunities to ask 
questions of the governing body 
and the responses have been posted 
on the school website for everyone 
in our community to access. 

“We are about to hold a second 
information meeting for parents to 
ask further questions and we look 
forward to seeing them there. 

“The governors remain firmly 
committed to listening to all views 
and will make their decision based 
on what is best for the children.”

We treated two patients 
at the scene and they were 
taken as a priority to a major 
trauma centre.” 

Police confirmed that a person 
had been arrested in relation to 
a drink-driving offence.

to be have been welcomed by most. To 
see what all the fuss was about, we 
decided to give it a go. 

As a family of five ranging in age 
from 42 to four, finding something for 
everyone is virtually impossible. 

But everyone seemed keen when I 
read out the leaflet: “Go Ape - big 
kids of all ages will be able to unleash 
their inner Tarzan when two high wire 
rope courses open on March 18.” 

But as we walked up from the train 
station the eldest, Ruby, 11, was 
already moaning - “my legs hurt”. 

Then my husband: “Did you ring 
and check it’s still on? It’s really 
windy. I bet they have to shut it down 
if it gets too windy.” 

They do if it gets above six or 
seven on the Beaufort scale, I" 
was informed later. 

And then there it was - set back in 
what was disused woodland, a series of 
ropes and structures held taut between 
the trees. 

Luckily, the sight and screams of 
people already high up distracted my 
entourage and we watched in amaze¬ 
ment as families wobbled in between 
the trees and swung overhead shouting 
and squealing with delight - and a bit 
of fear.

PLANS to improve junction 25 of the M25 to 
ease motorway misery are “unacceptable”, says 
Enfield Council, because of the traffic chaos it 
would cause on surrounding roads. 

The local authority has made it clear in a 
response to Highways England’s consultation that 
the scheme should not go ahead unless a coordi¬ 
nated strategy is developed to relieve additional 
traffic on already overcrowded roads. 

The council says its own traffic modelling 
demonstrates that roads surrounding the junction, 
including Bullsmoor Lane and the A 10/Great 
Cambridge Road, would not be able to cope with 
the extra traffic generated. 

Roads surrounding the approaches to the M25 
are already heavily congested, says the council, 
and it has been working with Highways England 
and other organisations through its Northern 
Gateway Access Project, with the aim of estab¬ 


lishing a direct access road from Mollison Avenue 
to the M2 5. 

Although “generally supportive” of the need for 
significant improvements at junction 25, the 
council said that they should not be considered in 
isolation as evidence suggested queues and delays 
would be aggravated, particularly in Bullsmoor 
Lane and the A10. 

“We’re keen to continue to work with Highways 
England to determine a comprehensive and coor¬ 
dinated approach to network improvements in the 
region through the NGAP project,” said the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for economic regeneration 
and business Alan Sitkin. 

“Given the substantial increase of traffic 
expected both in Enfield and many of its neigh¬ 
bours over the coming years, we must work 
together towards developing a more robust strat¬ 
egy to ensure that the isolated benefits of the pro¬ 
posed M25 junction 25 improvements are 
mutually compatible with the wider economic 
aspiration for the region,” he added. 


Dangerous building is 
made safe - but road 
stays closed to traffic 


A PARTLY-collapsed building, which has kept 
a busy road shut for four weeks, has been 
deemed safe - but no official date has been 
given as to when the road will reopen. 

A stretch of Baker Street between Lancaster 
Road and Primrose Avenue has been closed 
causing widespread inconvenience since the 
two-storey building was declared dangerous on 
February 22. 

Scaffolding stretches out into the road, mak¬ 
ing it impassable except on the pavement oppo¬ 
site, next to the Hop Poles pub, and Baker 
Street has been shut for longer than Gerry Raf¬ 
ferty’s saxophone-based hit of the same name 
spent at the top of the charts in the 1970s. 

Agreed work carried out by the owner of the 
premises to demolish the front wall of the 
building is nearly complete and temporary 
scaffolding used to shore up the property is 
scheduled to be removed later this week after 
which an announcement about the reopening of 
the road is expected. 

But some scaffolding will have to remain in 
front of the building keeping the pavement on 
that side of the road closed to pedestrians. 

Since the road was shut, the 191 bus, which 
normally goes along Baker Street into Carter- 
hatch Lane, has had to use different routes 
including a diversion via Baker Street, South- 
bury Road and Great Cambridge Road. 

An Enfield Council spokeswoman said: 
“Building control officers are making regular

visits to the site and liaising with the owner. 

“Our primary concern is for the safety of res¬ 
idents in the surrounding area. 

“As work progresses, we will get a clearer 
picture as to when Baker Street will reopen and 
will advise accordingly.”

EN' ISM 
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‘Gambling habit 
left me bankrupt’ 


Former footballer's addiction cost him £500,000

A FORMER footballer is holding a special event 
to warn against the dangers of gambling. 

Tony Kelly, who played for Enfield and 
Cheshunt before turning professional and 
signing for clubs including Stoke City and 
Leyton Orient, can speak from bitter personal 
experience after his addiction cost him £500,000. 

The player who once scored for Stoke against 
Liverpool at Anfield and played at Wembley in 
the final of the 1992 Football League Trophy, 
was left penniless by his relentless compulsion to 
seek thrills through punting. 

Now 51, he lives in Brimsdown and works as a 
security officer while running a non-profit 
organisation which tries to educate people about 
gambling’s dark side. 

He has written a book about his experience - 
Red Card - and hopes applications which are 
in the pipeline for government funding may 
allow him to work full time on spreading the 
anti-gambling message. 

On Saturday, he is holding a gambling aware¬ 
ness and education event at St George’s Parish 
Hall and Community Centre, in Hertford Road, 
Freezywater, starting at 3pm. 

Mr Kelly, who played for Enfield and Cheshunt 
in the 1980s, said: “I got into it when I was 18. 


“I’d moved from Coventry to play for Dulwich 
Hamlet. There was a bit of peer pressure and 
I wanted to fit in with the other players. They 
were doing the pools and putting £5 bets on at 
the bookies. 

“I never put on huge bets - the most was £200 
each way on a horse. The most I lost was £3,000 
in a night at the casino playing roulette. 

“I went bankrupt in 2010 and that was the start 
of my recovery. I owed £192,000 and, having 
been paid well as a footballer, I lost half a million 
in cash and property, all told. I found myself with 
basically nothing. 

“You have got to get professional help and 
recognise that you need help. I had some therapy 
and that’s helped me to focus on what I had to do 
to stop.” 

Mr Kelly would like to see legal action taking 
to restrict the extent of gambling - such as cut¬ 
ting the amount people can place on fixed odds 
betting machines at bookmakers. 

Saturday’s event is not just for people who may 
have a problem but also for people to learn about 
the issue. 

He adds: “It’s for everybody - teachers, par¬ 
ents, employers who may have to deal with peo¬ 
ple who are addicted to gambling. 

“We would love to see anyone who may want to 
learn more about gambling addiction and what a 
negative impact it can have on our lives.” 


‘If you fly-tip - expect to get caught’

Y OU couldn’t help noticing 
that our recent ward forum 
was strictly timetabled - 
our Labour 

councillors know a thing or two 
about chairing meetings. 

Most of the time was devoted 
to power point presentations by 
council officers. Enfield’s 
website informs us that ward 
forums provide a platform for 
local residents. 

But instead of sounding off 
about our usual topics (parking 
space, dumping, sheds-to-let, 
etc.), we residents just sat there 
like well-behaved students, 
politely asking questions in 
the moments between the 
slide shows.

Could 
there ever be a political 
organisation which mobilised all 
those people? Yes, but it would 
not be the Labour Party.

AFTER months of worry about what 
is happening to our NHS, I embarked 
with a heavy heart on Saturday, 
March 4, to join the NHS march 
in London. 

It was a truly inspiring event with 
people of all ages joining in, but it did 
not have any impact on a government 
that is determined to set up a private 
health system by stealth. 

The reorganisation and the privatisa¬ 
tion that has been taking place since 
the Health and Social Care Act of 2012 
has largely been ignored by most 
people who find the tangle of 
acronyms - CCG (Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group), STP (Sustainability 
and Transformation Plans) for our 
NCL (North Central London “Foot¬ 
print”) and now the AEBM pro¬ 
gramme (see below) - all a bit too 
much to take on. 

I wonder how many residents realise 
the extent of the privatisation taking 
place, or even care, because we have 
always felt that if our NHS is in good 
hands with our doctors in charge, all 
will turn out well in the end. 

How wrong we can be. Privatisation 
will mean profits going elsewhere and 
we will not be the primary focus of 
care anymore. 

Publicity tends to blame the NHS 
itself for what has been going wrong, 


both of my thumbs. I am a great 
believer in acupuncture.

The truth is that it is being starved of 
the funds it needs and any extra money 
being spent is to streamline it into a 
semi-private service. 

More cuts are being planned all over 
the country, not only in the closure of 
A&E centres and loss of hospital beds 
but also in access to operations that we 
may need (even the death rate is 
already starting to rise). 

The present exercise being carried 
out by Enfield Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group - the Adherence to 
Evidence Based Medicine (AEBM) - 
is a public consultation to ask us, the 
residents, to agree that many “unnec¬ 
essary” operations can be cut so that 
our local health service can “live 
within its means”. 

This may depend on how much pain 
we are in and may be deferred for 
alternative treatment, or if we are a 
smoker or overweight. 

A long list of operations is being 
considered and in this consultation we 
are supposed to agree.

David Taylor has raised thousands 
of pounds for charity Brain Tumour 
Research after his daughter Sue 
Blasotta, 42, died from glioblas¬ 
toma multiforme six years ago. 

The special event on Wednesday 
was hosted by the Speaker of the 
House of Commons John Bercow, 
who is a long-standing patron of 
the charity. 

Mr Bercow opened the state 
rooms of the speaker’s house espe¬ 
cially for the event and welcomed 
brain tumour patients, along with 
their families, scientists, clinicians 
and supporters campaigning for 
more funding. 

Among the guests was Debbie 
McGee, whose late husband TV 
magician and entertainer Paul 
Daniels died from a brain tumour a 
year ago. 

Mr Taylor, 75, who lives in 
Wynchgate, set up the charity In 
Sue’s Name in memory of his 
daughter to raise money after find¬ 
ing out that only one per cent of 
national spending on cancer 
research is allocated to the disease. 

Sue lived in Palmers Green and 
left behind two teenage children. 

Mr Taylor said: “My faith in God 
has been a huge source of comfort 


and strength since losing Sue and 
gave me the inspiration to set up In 
Sue’s Name to continue her legacy. 

“More research is needed so 
fewer lives will be devastated by 
brain tumours. I want to see a day 


when cancer is no longer life-threat¬ 
ening, when the notion that cancer 
could be a killer is thought absurd.” 

In Sue’s Name has launched a 
£1 million bid to fund a year’s worth 
of research. Campaigners raised a 


total of £21,000 was raised at a 
Greek-themed night. 

“We must act to improve out¬ 
comes for patients and increase 
funding into brain tumour 
research,” added Mr Taylor.

The sound of silence 

Youngsters learn sign language with deaf teacher

WALK into Zebra class at Brims¬ 
down Primary School and you won’t 
hear a pin drop.

10, who can hear, like most of the 
three-form entry school, but has 
been learning British Sign Lan¬ 
guage for three years. 

Hamza Kizilboga said: “I like the 
way it helps us communicate with 
deaf people and it’s fun.” 

The school is leading the way with 
deaf teaching. 

It has had Hirbie (hearing impair¬ 
ment resource base in Enfield) for 
ten years where youngsters with 
hearing impairments and deaf chil¬ 
dren were taught. 

For the last few years, there has 
been a big move - literally - to get 
these children into the classes of 
their peers who can hear. 

A huge number of teachers are 
taking BSL exams and a group of 
parents of deaf children are learning 
sign language at the school, in 
Green Street. 

Dani Lang, associate headteacher, 
said: “Children are placed in the 
school because of the Hirbie centre 


and then they do a lot of work on 
phonics and signing with the 
younger end. 

“But every child in the school 
learns British Sign Language for 25 
or 30 minutes at some point during 
the week. 

“It helps them communicate with 
their deaf friends. Also they are very 
good at it and they enjoy it because 
it’s fun and physical. 

“There is a centre at Highlands 
school [in Winchmore Hill], so 
when our pupils move on to sec¬ 
ondary - wherever they end up - 
they will know sign language and 
that’s wonderful for them and for 
other deaf children they meet.” 

Mandy Lawrence, a communica¬ 
tions support worker - a teaching 
assistant with BSL qualifications - 
helps ten-year-old Javayria Baig 

Javayria studies maths, along with 
her hearing peers, and the teacher’s 
words are translated by Mandy, who 
is on hand to offer help and support.

Pub is handed £7,500 fine after 
visit confirms hygiene failings 


A PUB that failed to clean up its 
act has been handed a “hefty 
fine” after a second visit by 
health inspectors revealed that 
recommended changes had not 
been made. 

The Queen’s Head, in Station 
Road, Winchmore Hill, has been 
ordered to fork out £7,510 in 
fines and costs after it was 
prosecuted for hygiene failings 
by Enfield Council at Highbury 
Magistrates’ Court on March 2. 

Bitz Enterprises Ltd, the 
owners of the pub, pleaded guilty 
to four charges under the Food 
Safety and Hygiene (England) 
Regulations 2013. 

A food safety inspector from 
the council served hygiene 
improvement notices on the 
owners after visiting the pub in 
November 2015, instructing the 
establishment to tackle problems 
relating to food safety 
management, food hygiene 
training and using an unsuitable 
area for food preparation. 

The owners were given 


additional time to comply with 
the order, but a subsequent 
inspection in March 2016 found 
that the problems had not been 
tackled fully. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment, 
said: “This establishment was 
given ample opportunity to clean 
up its act and simply did not do 
so, even though it was granted 
extra time to get things right. 

“We do not want to prosecute 
food businesses, but when we are 
left with no choice we will act 
firmly and decisively to protect 
the public from the risk of harm. 

“When residents eat out, 
they expect chefs to be following 
proper safety guidelines and 
preparing food in clean 
hygienic conditions that are fit 
for purpose. 

“Sadly, this was not happening 
in this case and the failure to get 
their food hygiene right has cost 
the Queen’s Head a hefty fine.” 

The pub is considering lodging 
an appeal.

One small steV 
for a woman PI

THE remarkable and little-known 
story of the first women to be 
trained for space flight more than 
half-a-century ago is featured in a 
festival of film in Enfield next month. 

In 1959, a handful of men were 
selected by NASA to be the first 
astronauts in space as part of the 
agency’s Mercury programme. 

A second group of 13 skilled 
pilots - known as the Mercury 13 - 
also passed the challenging tests to 
prepare them for space travel. 

The 13 were all women and 
despite outperforming the men their 
dreams of becoming astronauts 
were never fulfilled. 

The Purple Plain, directed by Chi 
Thai, tells how close they came to 
being space pioneers and their bat¬ 
tle against opposition within NASA 
(North American Space Agency) 
along with the mounting political 
pressures and social conventions of 
the 1960s. 

The short film is one of five show¬ 
casing the work of women film¬ 
makers as part of the annual Here 
2017 Suburban Film Festival run¬ 
ning at three venues in the borough 
throughout next month. 

The Purple Plain is featured in 
its Women in Shorts screenings on 
Friday, April 7, at Bounds Green 
Bowls and Tennis Club, in Brown- 
low Road, which includes a Q&A 
with filmmakers. 

Palmers Green actress Kate 
Braithwaite plays one of the Mer¬ 
cury 13 trainee astronauts and as 
well as appearing in Purple Plain 
has curated the films featured for 
the Women In Shorts slot. 

The festival - now in its third year- 
is organised by Talkies Community 


Cinema - a not-for-profit film soci¬ 
ety set up by former school inspec¬ 
tor and Palmers Green resident 
David Williamson. 

Films are selected because of 
their local connections, many of 
them created by internationally 
recognised filmmakers. 

The five new films, which 
include tales of magic tricks, 
letters from inside prison, 
demented football, medical 
anxiety and hats on park 
railings, get their premiere 
screening in the festival’s 
finale at The Fox pub, in 
Green Lanes, Palmers 
Green, on Wednes¬ 
day, April 26. 

Mr Williamson said: 

“The festival is entirely run 
by volunteers and is not only aimed 
at showing brilliant creative films 
that don’t get seen by a wider audi¬ 
ence, but also at developing a com¬ 
munity spirit.” 

Other highlights of the festival 
include screenings of the indepen¬ 
dently-made feature film Room, 
about a mother and young son held 
captive in an enclosed space, which 
is being shown at The Fox on April 
19, with a Q&A session from its 
development producer Rosanne 
Flynn, plus The Warrior, a stunning 
film about an Indian warrior, which 
is being shown at the Dugdale Cen¬ 
tre, in Enfield Town, on April 20 with 
a Q&A with director Asic Kapadia. 

Bafta award-winning filmmaker 
Bruce Goodison also presents his 
film about the little-known issue of 
teenage asylum seekers who come 
to Britain alone. 

Many refugees play leading roles 
in it as well as working as the crew 
and the film is being shown at The 
Fox on April 6.

Is there life on Mars? 


R IDLEY Scott’s seminal 1979 
sci-fi horror Alien proved that, 
in space, everyone can hear 
I you scream.

Un-Knotting the Myth 

Japanese knotweed is something that many home owners throughout Enfield have had to 
deal with. 

Many sales have fallen through because buyers make ‘knee-jerk’ decisions resulting from 
the bad press attached to the invasive plant, but here are some facts that will hopefully 
dispel the paranoia. 

1. In 1847 it was announced as the ‘most interesting 
ornamental plant of the year’ by the British 
Horticultural Society - it’s been around a long time. 

2. There is a ‘controlled’ display of the plant in the 
gardens of Myddelton House, Forty Hill, which can be 
viewed and is easily maintained and successfully 
contained. 

3. In Japan it is cultivated for food and is found 
throughout the country; bees love collecting nectar 
from the flowers! 

4. If left uncontrolled, knotweed has a large underground network of roots. The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors published a report in 2012 in response to lenders 
refusing to lend for mortgages on properties with Knotweed in close proximity, even 
though it is treatable and only very rarely causes severe damage to properties. In response 
to this guidance, lenders have relaxed their criteria in relation to discovery of the plant. 
Where the plant is within 7 metres of the main building, mortgages will be given providing 
remedial treatment has been satisfactorily undertaken by a Property Care Association 
registered firm. The treatment must be covered by a minimum 10-year insurance backed 
guarantee. 

Property Care Association Chief Executive Steve Hodgson, whose trade body has set up a 
task force to deal with the issues, said “Japanese Knotweed is not house cancer and can be 
dealt with in the same way as qualified contractors deal with faulty wiring or damp”. 

In conclusion, don’t listen to scaremongers, take professional advice; the problem can be 
resolved.

L ET’S face it, the last Nissan 
Micra wasn’t exactly a big hit in 
the UK market. It was a bit 
too quirky compared with previous 
generations and what had been the 
first-car staple of so many young 
drivers became the reserve of the 
older generation. 

Nissan has breathed a new lease of 
life into the latest Micra, however, 
bringing it into line with the rest of its 
product range and offering segment 
firsts on the safety and technology 
fronts. It’s been redesigned from the 
ground up to offer far better driving 
performance, plus the combination of 
standard safety options, improved 
driving aids and tech developments 
make it a very appealing option. 

It is also available with must-have 
extras such as Apple CarPlay integra¬ 
tion and high-quality Bose headrest 
speakers, which make it an attractive 
alternative to rivals. 



When it comes to looks, the fifth- 
generation Micra has certainly 
improved and is likely to win 
favour - as many Nissans have 
before - with those looking for a styl¬ 
ish, but practical alternative to the 
traditional cars on the market. It’s 
been given that instantly recognisable 
Nissan chrome ‘V’ around the badge 
and an overall much sleeker look. 

It’s clear that the target market for 
Micra is younger drivers and Nissan 
is hoping to capture the attention of 
this audience with its new customisa¬ 
tion options. 

There are three levels for this, cov¬ 
ering the exterior and interior, mean¬ 
ing buyers have 125 options to 
choose from and can ensure their car 
stands out on the road. 

Focus on interior quality has been 
drastically improved in the fifth- 
generation car. 

Here the Micra really sets itself 
apart from rivals, with soft flowing 
lines across the dash, which is 



built with soft-touch materials in 
contrasting colours. The new Micra 
has a longer wheelbase than ever 
and that means more legroom for 
all occupants. 

This is another way that Nissan has 
challenged rivals as it’s moving away 
from a cramped supermini to a small 
hatchback. With five doors and a rea¬ 
sonable boot, it would be appealing 
for any family with young children. 

Space in the back is still limited, 
although two adults could squeeze 
in. The roof curves into the rear 
spoiler, so it looks great from the out¬ 
side, but there’s more headroom than 
you’d expect. 

The doors open nice and wide, too, 
as you’d expect from a Nissan, which 
makes this a great option for getting 
in and out of, especially if you’re try¬ 
ing to get a child in the back. 

However, the door openings them¬ 
selves aren’t that big and you’ll have 
to bend over quite considerably. 

The Micra is kitted out with lane 



departure assistance, emergency 
braking, traffic sign recognition and 
blind spot warning, meaning you get 
a really comprehensive range of dri¬ 
ving assistance for such a small car. 

This is standard on the top-spec 
Tekna, but you’ll have to pay extra 
for it if you opt for a lower grade. 

The Nissan Micra is available with 
two engine options at launch - a 0.9- 
litre turbocharged petrol and a 1.5- 
litre diesel - both producing 89bhp. 

There is a 1.0-litre naturally aspi¬ 
rated engine, producing 74bhp, com¬ 
ing to the UK, but details are limited. 
Currently, it’s only available with a 
five-speed manual gearbox. 

This car will have huge appeal for 
young drivers focused on the tech the 
car can offer them, but who are also 
looking for something practical and 
cheap to run. 

Its stylish looks and flared design 
will definitely appeal to those look¬ 
ing to stand out against the traditional 
B-segment cars.

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ERIKSEN HAILS 
MATURE SPURS

CHRISTIAN ERIKSEN believes 
that Tottenham Hotspur’s victory at 
home to Southampton on Sunday 
shows that the side have matured 
over the past 12 months. 

Despite being without talismanic 
striker Harry Kane, Spurs managed 
to secure a 2-1 win which helped 
them to strengthen their grip on 
second place in the Premier League 
table with games running out. 

Eriksen set them on the way to 
victory with a stunning strike, but 
the Danish international was more 
pleased with the way Tottenham held 
firm in the face of a strong come¬ 
back from the visitors in the second 
half to secure maximum points. 

“We showed our ability on the ball 
and created enough chances to score 
more goals in the first half,” he said. 
“Maybe we should have scored more 
to make it easier in the second half. 

“That didn’t happen and that’s why 
the pressure came to us at the end. 
The second half was a different 
game, but we showed we’ve matured 
from last season by only conceding 
one goal and not two when we were 
2-0 up. We showed we’re capable of 
winning 2-1 in an ugly second half 
and we need to keep doing that. 

“We’re one of the teams with the 
fewest goals conceded in the 
Premier League, so we’re doing that 
well. We score a lot of goals, but we 
also defend well. We work together 
as a team and that’s something the 
gaffer has instilled in us.” 

After Eriksen had put Tottenham 
ahead from distance, Dele Alii both 
won and scored a penalty to add 
their second - scoring his 17th goal 
of the season in all competitions - 
and manager Mauricio Pochettino 
was full of praise for the young 
midfielder. 

“Always he can surprise me,” he 
said. “I saw him at 17 years old 
playing at Milton Keynes as a hold¬ 
ing midfielder against Manchester 


United. Maybe one day he can play 
like a goalkeeper or a full-back or a 
centre-back. 

“In the box he looks like a striker 
because he is more than clever, he 
has made his mark. Outside the box 
he is playing like a midfielder. Dele 
always can surprise - you can’t 
guess with him. He has unbelievable 
personality and character.” 

The manager admitted that Spurs 
were not at their best during the 


match, but praised the resilience they 
showed to claim a tenth straight 
home win in the league. 

He added: “At 2-0 we conceded a 
goal and allowed them to believe 
they could get a result, we didn’t kill 
the game off so it was always open. 

“I’m pleased with the perfor¬ 
mance. I thought we played well 
and deserved to win. It’s true that it 
wasn’t a brilliant performance, but 
it was very solid and when you 


don’t play at the level you normally 
play it’s important to be solid and 
win games. 

“You always miss your main 
striker and someone like Harry. He’s 
one of the best strikers in the world 
but all we can do now is be motivated 
and try to take the games in the same 
direction and the same way we took 
before and try to win. I have full 
confidence in the squad and football 
is always about the whole team.” 


Five-star display sees Borough climb into play-off places 


HARINGEY BOROUGH climbed 
into the Ryman League North 
Division’s play-off places after 
romping to a 5-2 victory at home to 
Great Wakering Rovers on Saturday.
